McAdoo's total on the final ballot 
tonight was sixteen less than he re- 
ceived on the first ballot yesterday 
morning end despite the renewed 
declarations of confidence by his 
leaders they manifestly were conr- 
cerned. Neither of the big blocs 
of votes lost by McAdoo went to his 
principal rival. Missouri, efter 
staying for nineteen ballots, threw 
over its primary instructions in the 
twentieth and went to Davis. Okla- 
homa quit the McAdoo standard on 
the twenty-sixth, going to Senator 
Owen.

ready to “‘assist the young republic of Ger 


many’ in any way that he can, but adds 
that the said young republic is engaged at 
present in raising an army after the methods 
adopted by the Russian following the treaty 
of Tilsit. It was one of the provisions of that 
treaty that Prussia must not maintain a 
standing army of more than 20,000 men. 
Napoleon calculated that Prussia was thus 
eliminated as a future enemy. But the little 
Emperor underestimated the resourcefulness 


of that tenacious people and their rulers 


Prussia kept the terms of the treaty in letter, 


but robbed them of significance. The period 
of training was shortened and the system 


intensified. While the number of men under 


arms was kept down to the specified figure, 
there was always an equal number of new 
recruits umder orders to join the colors, and 
an equal number of trained men just dis- 
missed from service. In a few years Prussia 
thus had many times the trained soldiers 
who were actually under arms. It only re- 
mained to-eall them together and serve out 
equipment-and Prussia could onee more put 
an army in the freld large enough to help 
turn the seale against Napoleon 
M. Herriot claims that Germany is now 
training sokdiers, under pretence of carrying 
on gymnastic associations, in defiance of the 
treaty of Versailes. That is a curious business 
surely for the ‘‘young democracy’ for which
